I. We muſt by no Means wiſh or pray 
for their Succeſs. 

It is hard to determine how long it has 
been the Cuſtom to paſs benedictory Saluta- 
tions upon one another; ſuch as © The Lord 
e bleſs -- proſper -- be with you, &c. It has 
been uſed by dying to ſurviving Friends ; --- 
by Friends at meeting --at parting -- and when 
entering upon Schemes, or Performances of 
Life ; and when done with any Devotion, 
Sincerity, or Meaning, we may hope it meets 
with divine Acceptance, and therefore we be- 
ſtow upon it no human Cenſures: It is ma- 
king an Acknowledgment of the Providence 
or Grace of God preſiding over, and influ- 
encing to their Iſſue all human Affairs; and 
never with more Propriety can it be uſed, 
than before an intended Battle. The Pre- 
ſence of God can never be more wanted,

can never be better invoked. The Troops 
we have ſeen paſſing of late for the North, 
as none of us could do more, who could do 
leſs than attend them with © The God of 
Z < Battles, --- The Lord of Hoſts go with 
Z < you;” or in the Language of this Pſalm, 

« The Bleſſing of the Lord be upon you; 
ce we bleſs you in the Name of the Lord.” 

But till upon this Argument can never be 
juſtified a thouſand ©* God bleſs me's---Lord 
© be merciful to me's, &c.” Expreſſions 
which, tho' pronounced without meaning, 
cannot be done without Impiety. At beſt 
ſuch Expreſſions can fetch nothing from 
Heaven, as they carry nothing thither ;. they 
are in every Senſe vain, and conſequently every 
way violative of a divine Command, There 
is nothing in any Attribute, in any Name of 
God, but what is facred ; and it is a Proſti- 
tution of it, to uſe it in any but ſome ſacred 
Concerns. Profane then is it to invoke God 
in a trifling or meanleſs Manner? How ſtill 
more ſo to invoke him in a bad Cauſe? which 
muſt be the Caſe, if in God's Name we wiſh 


any Succeſs to the Church's Enemies. 


Now her Enemies are either covert and hy- 
pocritical, or open and avowed; and the one 
as really and guiltily ſo as the other; ; the one 
> generally employed in ſcheming, and the o- 
ther in executing. When Men openly ap- 
z pear in Defiance of the Intereſts and Friends 
of Religion, tis generally when they 3

themſelves pretty fiſre of Succeſs; and their 


Employment behind the Curtain is only to 


get all into a State of Preparatiof; the one 
to dreſs for the Shew, and the other to exhibit 
away, or throw all into Scenes of Action. 


Now for ' Plot, Cunning, gene and 


Deſign, a neighbouring Nation perhaps may 
outdo this or any other Nation upon bart 


and perhaps is not outdone by infernal Worlds 


neither; Nor is it to be wondered that the 
Schemes of the French ſhould lie deep as 


Hell, when there is ſuch a free Communica- 


which when they have been diſcovered, the 


World has rather wondered to which of the 
ws it has been indebted for them. 


Well! perhaps Paris, Madrid, Rome, and 


the Power we juft no- mentioned, may "have 


been concerned together in forming a Scheme 


that now more than begins to diſcover itſelf; - 


and for the Accompliſhment of which a young 
pretended Prince now appears at the Head'of a 
conſiderable Multitude in Scotland; pray there- 


fore for Succeſs we muſt not, either to the 


Actor in this Tragedy, or to any of the 
Prompters behind the Scenes. 

- *Tis to be feared there are in this Nation

_ © ?Tis upon Danger's Mount, as upon that 
of Sinai, that God deſcends, while the People 
ſtand trembling round it, and know he is 
there. | Nay ſometimes a great deal of Blood 
is ſpilt in the Defence of a good Cauſe ; and 
when at laſt it is reſcued, and from the very 
opening Jaws of Ruin too, tis all done per- 
Faps by the moſt apparently ' improbable Þ 
Means.

Well! Perſecutors are compared in this 
Pſalm to the Graſs, and that not of the com-

mon ſort neither. Now there is ſo near a 
Reſemblance in the Life, the Growth, the 
Duration of the Graſs and thoſe of Man, 
that the ſame Things may be aſſerted of 
them both; * all Fleſh therefore, or human 
Nature, i is Graſs. Now a Perſecutor i is all De- 
viation from human Nature, and won't ſo 
well bear Compariſon with the fame thing; 
he is therefore moſt aptly compared to the 
Graſs on the Houſe-top ; of which obſerve 
the following Things. 

, Such Graſs will come to no perfection. 
Tis not of half the Abidance of the Graſs of 
the Field, which itſelf riſes but for a Sum- 
mer, flouriſhes but for a Spring: Now when 
it ſeems Spring and Summer with Perſecutors, 
we may pray that their Spring may be ſhort 
and ſevere ; their Summer faint and dying, 
But Graſs upon the Houſe-top won't ſtanda 
Summer, or even a Spring thro'; it has not 
proper Depth of Earth for Foundation ; has 
no where to ſtrike its Root; Shower and Sun 
are too much and ſtrong for it, and the Want 
of either is preſently ruinous. Such in ſome 
Senſes is, and in every Senſe we ſhould pray 
Perſecution may be.
